Washes Paul Mofton and is now [res- 
coing the reactionaries with a tint of 
blue, 

“He can see a war cloud before 
breakfast, but gets color blind before 
Tuneéh time. 

“He is generous. Given the power 
by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate to make treaties, he is 
willing to reliewe that body of this 
onerous duty and do it all himself.

States Secretary of War Taft tonight 
spoke at the Columbus board of trade 
banquet on “The Army,” a topic which 
he thought lad too little consideration 
in times of peace.

“The most insidious argument 
Against the maintenance of an army 
vt preseat efficiency is that we once 
had a magnificent army of volunteers, 
of a million men and it is asked, ‘ean 
Wwe not raise sueh an army again? 
The awful sacrifice of lite and money 
whieh we had to undergo for four 
years in order to train this great army 
is forgotten, and the eountry is dulled 
into the utterly unfounded assurance 
that a volunteer enlisted today er a 
militiaman enrolled tomorrow can in 
a week or in a month be made an ef- 
ficient soldier. We have no right to 
ask citizens to expose themselves as 
enlisted men ina battle without redue- 
ing the chances of disaster and death 
by proper ailitary education of the 
officers and=proper military organiza- 
tion of the men, Congress manifesta 
such an interest in the development 
of the army, aud a willingness from 
time to time to improve the various 
branches that during the next decade 
lL fee) confident we shall bave a regu- 
lar army and a citizen soldiery suf- 
ficient to put into the field 250,000 men 
capable of carrying on war with cour- 
age and efficacy. We do not raise 
armies by conscription except as a last 
resort As a consequence, our army is 
much more expensive than the Euro- 
pean armies, even in times of peace.
